Terrorists Weaken 
In Long Showdown 
On Dutch Train 


AMSTERDAM, The N etherlands 
made it clear to them that the 
(AP) — Some of the South Moluccan 
nationalists holding more than 30 
hostages aboard a stranded train in 
northern Holland are beginning to lose 
courage 
after 
defying 
the 
Dutch 
government for six days, the leader of 
the Moluccan community says. 
“I could read from the faces of one 
or two that they do not want to go on,” 
said Johan 
A lvares M anusam a, 
president of the self-styled Republic of 
the Moluccas, after boarding the train 
Sunday to plead with the young gun­ 
men to surrender. 
But Manusama held out no hope of 
early capitulation by his compatriots 
who seized the train last Tuesday or 
another group of South Moluccans who 
occupied the Indonesian consulate in 
A m sterdam last T hursday. 
The 
Moluccans at the consulate are holding 
about 20 hostages, including four chil­ 
dren. 
The gunmen are demanding that the 
Dutch government sponsor a drive in 
the United Nations to get Indonesia to 
give the South Molucca islands inde­ 
pendence. The Dutch have no direct 
control over the policies of Indonesia, a 
former colony. 
The Moluccans aboard the train 
have also demanded safe conduct out 
of the country, but the government 
refused because they killed three of 
their hostages. 
Manusama said he told the men on 
the train “they had reached their 
goals, achieved publicity and the at­ 
tention of the world, but I got the 
impression they still hope the govern­ 
ment will give in sooner or later. I 


government would not.” 
The South Moluccas were one of the 
island groups in the preWorld War II 
Dutch East Indies that after the war 
sided with the Dutch against the In­ 
donesian independence movement on 
Jav a and S u m atra. 
The 
Dutch 
recognized the independence 
of 
Indonesia in 1949, and thousands of 
South Moluccans fled to Holland after 
an unsuccessful rebellion in 1950. 


A government spokesman said there 
“can be no question” of meeting the 
demands of the gunmen. He added that 
they were showing “a very primitive 
view” of what was politically possible. 
Manusama said he had had no reply 
to a cable he sent to U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim asking for the 
United Nations to take up the South 
Moluccans’ demand for independence 
and also asking him to mediate in the 
two sieges. 
A man and his wife in their 80s were 
released from the tra in Sunday, 
reducing the number of hostages there 
to 31, police said. They also said there 
were four Moluccans still aboard the 
train, but Manusama said there were 
six. 
The couple said conditions in the 
crowded car in which all the hostages 
were being held were not unbearable, 
but it was cold at night and the cap­ 
tives were kept tied up.

holding four children and between 15 
and 20 adults captive in the consulate.

Thornton Wilder 
Dies; Famed Author 


HAMDEN, Conn (AP) — Thornton 
Wilder, who wrote the theater classic 
“Our Town” 
and 
collected 
three 
Pulitzer prizes for his novels and 
plays, is dead of a heart attack at age 
78. 
The playwright, novelist, teacher 
and traveler died in his sleep Sunday 
while napping at the Hamden, Conn., 
house he shared with his sister, Isabel, 
a family spokesman said. 
Wilder, who wrote numerous plays 
and eight novels in his half-century 
career, was brought to the Hospital of 
St. Raphael in nearby New Haven 
about

Cathedral 
Of Tomorrow

CUYAHOGA FALLS, Ohio (AP)— 
Evangelist Rex Humbard says his 
Cathedral of Tomorrow plans to ex­ 
pand its ministry overseas now that it 
has put its financial house in order and 
divested 
itself 
of 
com m ercial 
operations. 


In a rare news conference Sunday 
the m in ister confirm ed th at the 
cathedral had paid off more than $12 
million in securities that had been 
questioned by government officials. 
He said all holders of bonds who asked 
for their money back were repaid. 
H um bard 
said 
church 
re p re ­ 
sentatives expect to meet soon with 
government attorneys to work out final 
disposition of state and federal court 
actions over the questioned securities, 
which had been sold to thousands of 
church supporters in the United States 
and Canada. 
The 
only 
rem aining 
question, 
Humbard said, is what will be done 
with $300,000 in securities not claimed 
by bondholders. It has been reported 
that the state may claim that money to 
meet legal costs in the case. 
The m inister said the planned ex­ 
pansion will include beaming radio 
broadcasts to Russian and Chinese 
listeners. 
Taped radio and television broad­ 
casts currently are heard and seen by 
40 million persons, with broadcasts 
translated into French and Japanese 
languages, he said. 
Humbard said the cathedral, which 
once operated a girdle factory and held 
commerical property in downtown 
Akron, has gotten out of all its com­ 
mercial ventures and expects to sell its 
Mackinac, Mich., college campus next 
month. 
In his financial disclosure, Humbard 
said cathedral assets now total about 
$13 million and debts total $10 million, 
including a $5.5 million mortgage held 
by the Team sters pension fund.

In a feature on the queen, the Sunday 
Mirror said that Elizabeth is at “an 
age when many people, however ac­ 
tive they are in their work, begin to 
turn their thoughts toward retirem ent 
and what it entails.” 
Queen Elizabeth has been on the 
throne since 1952. 


(CirdnnUe Mcralh 
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Amos Tappan Wilder, a nephew, 
said Wilder had been in poor health for 
several years but had continued to 
travel occasionally. 


Wilder won his first Pulitzer in 1928 
for the novel “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey.” The others were for the plays 
“Our Town” in 1938 and “The Skin of 
Our Teeth” in 1943. 


He also wrote “The M atchm aker” 
which was turned into “Hello Dolly,” 
the longest running broadway musical. 
W ilder 
received 
in 
1963 
the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, the 
nation’s highest civilian citation, and 
was the first recipient of the National 
Book Committee’s National Medal for 
Literature, which was presented at the 
White House in 1967. The latter honor 
was for his novel, “The Eighth Day.” 
Wilder completed his last book 
“Theophilus North” in October 1973. It 
was the story of a young m an’s ad­ 
ventures in the 1920s in the seacoast 
resort of Newport, R.I. 
Thornton Niven Wilder was born 
April 17, 1897 in Madison, Wis., the 
second of five children of Amos Wilder, 
editor of a newspaper. When he was 9, 
his father was named consul general in 
Hong Kong and later Shanghai, and 
Wilder attended German and English 
schools in China. He later went to 
schools in California. His first literary 
effort was scribbled in an algebra 
book: 
“The Russian Princess, an 
Extravaganza.” 
Wilder studied at Oberlin College 
and spent a year in the Coast Guard 
before graduating from Yale in 1920. 
He taught French for several years 
before obtaining m asters degree from 
Princeton in 1926. 
He studied archeology in Rome and 
wrote his first novel, “The Cabala,” 
about the city. It was published in 1926, 
the same year his first play, “The 
Trumpet Shall Sound,” was produced. 
In addition to his sister and nephew, 
Wilder is survived by a brother, Rev. 
Amos Niven Wilder, Hollis Professor 
of Divinity Em eritus%at Harvard; 
three sisters, Charlotte of Brattleboro, 
Vt.; and Janet Wilder Dankin of 
A m herst, 
M ass.; 
and

niece, 
Katharine Dix Wilder of New Haven. 
A memorial service will be an­ 
nounced later.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
faces more filibustering as it decides 
whether to come up with $2.3 billion to

The actual money is contained in a 
$10.3-billion 
supplem ental

propriations bill before the Senate 
today. 
The bill authorizing the federal 
loans, but not ap p ro p riatin g the 
money, was approved 57 to 30 by the 
Senate early Saturday. The House had 
approved the loan earlier in the week 
following President Ford’s statem ent 
that he would sign such a bill. 
Sen. Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., who 
opposes the aid plan, tied up the Senate 
for 14 hours Friday before it passed the 
loan authorization bill. He has prom­ 
ised another filibuster against the 
money bill. 
Senate leaders already have filed a 
cloture petition to end debate on the 
motion to bring the money bill to the 
floor. Sixty votes are required to end 
debate. 
Allen has two other opportunities to 
filibuster: when the legislation ac­ 
tually comes up on the Senate floor and 
when the conference report on the 
measure goes to the Senate after the 
House finishes work on it. 
Over the weekend, Allen said he is 
not trying to hurt New York with his 
parliam entary moves. 
“ In all sincerity, I’m not trying to 
em barrass New York on this thing ... 
The Senate hasn’t had a chance to 
shape the bill,” he said. “It’s not a 
question of whether they’re going to 
get the money, but when.” 
Even if a filibuster fails, the money 
bill probably cannot make its way 
through both the Senate and the House 
by the tentative default deadline of 
Thursday when millions of dollars of 
city bonds are due. 
Stevens 
Nomination 
Taken Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As Congress 
takes up the nomination of John Paul 
Stevens to the Supreme Court, all signs 
point to his confirmation to succeed 
retired Justice William O. Douglas. 
In advance of today’s open hearing 
before the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, Chairman Jam es O. Eastland, 
DMiss., said he planned a 
brief 
executive session to discuss the 
handling of tax returns and financial 
and health statem ents submitted by 
Stevens. 
Some m em bers want Stevens’ state 
and federal income tax returns for the 
last 
IO 
years 
and 
his 
financial 
statem ent to be analyzed by the Joint 
C om m ittee on In tern al R evenue 
Taxation. 
But Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R-Neb., 
the 
com m ittee’s 
ranking 
minority 
member, said it was neither necessary 
nor desirable “to farm out” its re­ 
sponsibility to another panel. He said 
the Judiciary Committee was “per­ 
fectly capable” of handling it, while 
referring the m aterial to the other 
committee would just slow the con­ 
firmation proceedings. 
Stevens, now a judge on the 7th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Chicago, 
has been nominated by President Ford 
to fill the Supreme Court vacancy left 
by Douglas’ retirem ent on Nov. 12 
because of ill health. 
The nomination was submitted to the 
Senate a w eek ago. Ford urged prompt 
confirmation so the court can be 
brought to full strength. 
Although Ju d iciary C om m ittee 
m em bers seem favorably disposed to 
the nomination, some have questioned 
whether it can be brought to a Senate 
floor vote before Congress adjourns 
within the next two weeks.

Ten per cent of the population in the 
United States suffer from Arthritis 
w ith half having Osteoarthritis and the 
other half Rheumatoid Arthritis. The 
former is mostly among the older age 
bracket and the latter in young people 
There are actually IOO different kinds 
of the disease with only one that can be 
fatal Others cause pain, and others 
crippling along with the pain. A new 
medication for Osteoarthritis is find­ 
ing favor with physicians in the 
United States while many cases of 
Arthritis are alleviated or cured with 
surgery. lincoln said that three times 
as many women as men have the 


disease.

Fog and rain moved into North 
Carolina, Maryland and Virginia on a 
low pressure center from the south 
today.

An August plane flight that crashed 
at the Pickaway County Airport, 
killing a Stoutsville man, should never 
have left the ground, according to an 
investigation by the National Trans­ 
portation Safety Board in Chicago. 
Although a probable cause has not 
been determined for the plane falling 
out of control into a wheat field Aug. 24 
and all other information is quoted as 
only preliminary information, NTSB 
officials indicated that the pilot license 
of Charles Fletcher, 54, Route 4, was 
invalid. 


As a result of the accident, David 
Valentine, 33, Route I, Stoutsville, was 
killed and Fletcher suffered critical 
injuries. 
Witnesses said the single-engine 
Taylorcraft had made a mock bomb­ 
ing run over the County Airport Aug. 
24 where it dropped a bag full of sand 
during an air show. 
They said the plane began a gradual 
turn, went out of control and plunged to 
the ground. 


According to James Constantine of 
the Public Inquiry Section, NTSB in 
Washington D. C., no probable cause 
has been determined for the crash and 
that the report will not be completed 
for several months. 
At the time of the crash, the plane 
had not had a required annual in­ 
spection since Sept. 19,1973, according 
to Constantine’s reports taken from 
the plane’s log book. 


Fletcher was operating under a 
student pilot third class medical 
certificate which prohibits the pilot 
from carrying passengers, according 
to Jack Harrington of NTSB. However, 
the student pilot certificate was also 
invalid because it contained erroneous 
information on the medical certificate. 
According to FFA records, Fletcher 
first applied for a student pilot third 
class medical certificate Jan. 8, 1973, 
which was denied 
because of a 
previous diagnosis of a heart con­ 
dition. In a reapplication Jan. 17,1975, 
Fletcher’s form “reflected no previous 
medical denials’’. By an FFA letter 
dated Feb. 24, 1975, the medical cer­ 
tificate was denied because of 
falsification of the application. This 
application listed 210 hours logged 
total flight time with 25 hours ac­ 
cumulated within the preceding six 
months. The pilot logbooks were not 
located. 
Valentine, acting as the “bomber” 
possessed a student pilot’s certificate 
and third class medical certificate 
issued June 14, 1975. According to the 
airport operator’s records, he had 
accumulated 14 hours dual and two 
hours solo flight time. 
Harrington also added that these 
separate conditions “may not have 
had an effect on the accident,” he said, 
“but the NTSB report was not a 
statement of probable cause.” “These 
are just possible areas to look into in 
the investigation,” he added.

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Teenage Alcoholism 


Certainly results of the 
survey conducted for the 
National Institute of Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism on the 
subject of teenage drinking 
contained some eye openers 
even for parents who know 
there is a problem. Conducted 
by the R esearch Triangle 
Institute, the survey found 28 
per cent of the teenagers in the 
United States to be problem 
drinkers. 
These were 
defined 
as 
teenagers who admitted to 


being drunk at least four times 
in the past year or said their 
drinking 
brought 
them 
difficulties with peers or 
superiors at least twice a year. 
Despite the fact the lowest 
legal drinking age in any state 
is 18, the survey found only 18 
per cent of 17-year-olds never 
have taken an alcoholic drink. 
Only 38 per cent of the 13- 
year-olds queried said they 
never drank, while about one- 
fourth of that age group was 
classified 
as 
m oderate 


drinkers. Overall, close to half 
the teenagers covered in the 
survey admitted they were 
drunk at least once in the last 
year. 
All of which adds up to a 
m amm oth problem. There 
have been numerous reports 
that 
alcohol 
abuse 
among 
youths was increasing, but few 
suggestions that the scope of 
the problem was as deep as the 
survey indicates.

NEW YOUK (AP) — An authority on 
corporate personnel matters says 
industry is irritating an increasing 
number of wives and the corporate 
world must seek a truce or face defeat. 
As Eugene Jennings sees it, business 
is overmatched. It cannot meet its 
challenges if it continues to offend the 
wives. Literally, he feels, enough un­ 
happy wives can undermine industry. 
Jennings, a management professor 
at Michigan State University who is 
also an author and counselor to top 
corporate executives, says the reason 
is that future management men cannot 
be developed without the support of 
wives. 
Basic to his argument is the ob­ 
servation, proven over the years, that 
industry best trains its managers, at 
least in part, by testing them in 
various jobs in many parts of the 
corporation. Usually this requires ge­ 
ographical mobility. 
Geographical mobility means the 
uprooting of the family every few 
years — new homes, schools, chur­ 
ches, clubs, friends, activities. For the 
man, his career compensates. For the 
wife there are few personal rewards. 
A mobile manager is most effective 
when he has a wife willing to make 
these sacrifices for his career. For 
many years this has been so; the wives 
have been willing to stay home and 
make the sacrifices. 
“ In the 1960s and before, the vast 
majority of mobile managers had 
wives who were homemakers,” said 
Jennings, who began his pioneer 
studies of corporate mobility in the 


late 1940s. “Nine of IO mobile managers 
in their early 30s had wives who were 
homemanagers.” 
Now, however, the ratio is down to 6 
in IO. “The women are becoming less 
and less supportive of the husbands’ 
mobility,” Jennings explained. They 
are seeking their own identities. Many 
pursue their own careers. 
Seeking the explanation, Jennings 
spent many weekends with managers 
and their wives. His conclusion: “The 
real issue, as the mobile wives per­ 
ceive it, is social inequity.” 
The worst injustice encountered by 
the wife who stays home to take care of 
the family is to see her husband sur­ 
passed by a career woman who sends 
her kids out to a day care center. 
“While the homemaker is pursuing 
the traditional responsibilities of 
giving tender loving care to the family 
and home, another woman captures 
the brass ring, even though neglecting 
her fam ily responsibilities,” said 
Jennings. 
“There is no wrath like that of a 
mobile wife when her husband is 
beaten out by a woman of this type.” 
Adding to the homemanager’s rage 
is the fact that some career women can 
obtain a tax deduction for child care 
costs. But, asks Jennings, can the 
homemanager, whose work is equally 
important, do so? No. 
As the children grow older and often 
more expensive, the disadvantage of a 
single income becomes painful to the 
wife who stays at home. She sees her 
career counterpart able to afford a 
considerably higher living standard.

Public Works 
Bill Passed 
By Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
late Friday night passed a $9,548 
billion public works appropriation bill 
for the 15 months ending Sept. 30,1976. 
The total exceeds President Ford’s 
budget by $208 million and is $222.6 
million more than voted by the House 
in June. 
The 81-5 Senate vote sent the bill to a 
conference with the House to adjust 
differences. 
Funding is included in the bill for 
scores of flood control and navigation 
projects 
of 
the 
Army 
Corps 
of 
Engineers and irrigation and water 
supply projects of the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 
The largest agency total is $5.15 
billion for programs and activities of 
the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration 
(ERDA), in­ 
cluding nuclear energy development 
and the 
production 
of 
nuclear 
weapons. 
Funding is included for activities of 
the Interior D epartm ent’s power 
marketing agencie, the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and the Appalachian 
Regional Commission. 
Before final passage, the Senate 
adopted 52 to 31 an amendment by Sen. 
John Glenn, D-Ohio, to add $35 million 
for fiscal 1976 to the $66.7 million 
ERDA budget for solar energy 
development. 
An amendment by Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke, 
R-Mass., 
to 
elim inate 
$2,545,000 earmarked for the Dickey- 
Lincoln hydroelectric project in Maine 
was defeated 73 to 13. 


Ohio’s first senators were Thomas 
Worthington of Chillicothe, Ohio, and 
John Smith of Cincinnati, a Baptist 
minister who later was forced to resign 
when, although innocent, he was 
believed involved in the schemes of 
Aaron Burr.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - The 
attorney for two grandparents says 
Florida Gov. Reubin Askew misin­ 
terpreted law when he ordered the 
couple extradited to Ohio to face 
kidnaping charges. 
George A. Vega, a Naples lawyer, 
said Nelson and Elizabeth Kelber, who 
contend they fled here to protect their 
grandson’s safety, will continue to 
fight returning to Ohio in an adoption 
hearing and a habeas corpus hearing 
Dec. 15 in Collier County Circuit Court. 
Askew said in a letter to Vega that it 
was his duty to honor Ohio’s request, 
although he sympathized with the 
“unfortunate circumstances” which 
led to the Kelbers’ flight to Florida. 
Vega said he would not criticize 
Askew, but felt he made a mistake in 
his interpretation of the law. 
“The governor has a strong sense of 
duty and feels it’s his duty to return the 
Kelbers to Ohio but I don’t read the law 
that way,” Vega said. “My God, if that 
was the case, we would still have 
slavery because Ohio would have sent 
back all the escaped slaves.” 
Kelber, 57, and his wife, 55, fled from 
Ohio last year with Harvey Kelber, IO, 
moving through Michigan and Ten­ 
nessee before settling in Naples. 
A court awarded them custody of the 
child nine years ago after his father, 
Harvey Sr., was convicted of beating 
the child when he suffered two broken 
legs, rib and skull fractures and a tom 
windpipe.

Encephalitis 
Rise Noted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A total of 
375 confirmed cases of encephalitis 
was reported in Ohio this year, and the 
state Department of Health has an­ 
nounced steps to cut down on out­ 
breaks next summer. 
Dr. John Ackerman said sur­ 
veillance and mosquito control will be 
implemented to contain outbreaks of 
St. Louis encephalitis. He said 
mosquitos will be collected from 14 as 
yet undertermined sites across the 
state. 
The insects will be frozen in dry ice 
and shipped to the Ohio Department of 
Health laboratory for innoculation into 
tissue culture, Ackerman said. 
Collections will be made every two 
weeks from June I through Sept. 30. 
Animals which spread the disease to 
humans also will be surveyed, he said. 
Ackerman said next summer’s plans 
also include provisions for the milder 
California encephalitis, which usually 
is more common in northern states.

Eight 
days afterwards, he filed a 1973 Ohio 
State income tax return in which he 
stated the number of exemptions was 
four.

CINCINNATI (A P )—Cleophus 
Collins was found guilty over the 
weekend of aggravated murder in the 
fatal shooting Aug. 27 of a plainclothes 
Cincinnati policeman. 
A six-man, six-woman jury reached 
the verdict Saturday in Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court after a 
day and a half of deliberations. Collins, 
a 52-year-old unemployed father of 
five, contended he shot in self defense 
after being confronted by two men 
with guns. Police officer William 
Ixjftin, 36, died from bullet wounds. 
Collins was found innocent of a 
second 
charge 
of 
attem pted 
aggravated murder. I^oftin’s partner, 
Claude Dell, was not injured in the 
exchange. 


Judges prefer to keep such cases to a 
minimum, fearing too many will dog 
the court calendar with lengthy semi- 
competent legal wrangling. 
“The court discourages it (self- 
representation),” said Joan McIntosh 
of the public defender’s office in 
Fresno, Calif. “It puts the courts in the 
position of teaching defendants the 
law.” In the past, jailhouse lawyers 
had to convince a judge they were 
competent to handle their own defense, 
but as a result of a ruling handed down 
by the U.S. Supreme Court last June, a 
defendant need only be warned of the 
possible consequences if he proceeds 
on his own without a lawyer. 
“Now you can have it for wanting 
it,” said Stuart R. Rappaport, chief of 
the trial division of the Los Angeles 
public defender’s office. But he warn­ 
ed: “ Almost anybody who represents 
himself is going to be convicted.” 
Since the Supreme Court ruled on 
June 30 that Anthony Pasquall Faretta 
of Ism Angeles had the right to be his 
own attorney the number of jailhouse 
lawyers has tripled in Los Angeles 
County. 
In other urban areas, the recent 
trend also has been toward more 
prisoner self-representation, ac­ 
cording to a spot survey by The 
Associated 
Press. 
Cumulative 
nationwide figures were not available. 
“It’s very fair to say that more 
residents of state prisons are seeking 
(their own) court relief following their 
conviction than in past years,” said a 
prison official in M assachusetts, 
where a prisoners rights suit three 
years ago resulted in the creation of 
law libraries in jails and prisons 
throughout the state. 
Jailhouse law yers

complain that public defenders are 
overloaded with cases and go along too 
readily with judges and prosecutors in 
bargaining for a guilty plea by the 
client.

statute of limitations—one year tor 
suits against doctors, two years for 
negligence suits against hospitals. 
The ruling came in a lawsuit brought 
by a couple against the Riverside 
Methodist Hospital in Columbus over a 
blood test performed five years 
earlier. 
The test, performed in 1968 on a 
newborn, showed the child had the 
same Rh blood factor as its mother. 
The Rh factors actually were different, 
a fact the parents did not discover until 
three years later, after two un­ 
successful pregnancies. 
The mother contended the erroneous 
blood test caused her to be “ sen­ 
sitized’’ against Rhpositive fetal blood, 
in effect preventing her from having 
more children. Had the blood test been 
performed properly, she said, a drug 
could have been administered to stop 
the “ sensitization.’’ 
The trial court dismissed the suit, 
saying it had been filed too late. The 
10th District agreed. 
In its opinion, the 10th District said 
the Supreme Court has allowed only 
one exception to the time limit for 
filing lawsuits erases in which foreign 
objects, such as forceps or sponges, 
have been left in the body after 
surgery. 
In those cases, the time limit begins 
to run when the foreign objects are 
discovered. 
The couple’s lawyer argued that the 
discovery of a foreign object in the 
body and the discovery of an erroneous 
lab test should present no legal differ­ 
ence.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The ad­ 
ministration is again trying to cut 
down on spending under the popular 
Agricultural Conservation Program 
which for nearly 40 years has provided 
fanners with financial help to improve 
their land. 
Next year, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said Friday, spending for the 
program’s soil and water conservation 
projects will be held to $85 million. 
That is less than one-half the $175 
million Congress has authorized. 
Under the plan, which was devised 
by Congress in the mid-1930s to help 
farmers restore land ravaged by wind 
erosion, the government will pay 50 to 
75 per cent of the cost for carrying out 
approved soil and water conservation 
projects.

Stabilization and Conservation Service 
through its farmer-elected committee 
system and will offer both annual and 
long-term conservation agreements 
with farmers,’’ the department said.

Not long ago a nature lover sought a 
writ of habeas corpus on behalf of all 
birds held captive in cages. He said 
they should go free at once. After due 
deliberation, the court ruled that 
habeas corpus does not apply to birds 


Plainly, the man had the wrong 
clients. But he did have the right idea. 
For habeas corpus, which has been 
called freedom’s ultimate weapon, is 
the best way that someone imprisoned 
unfairly can gain liberty. 


What it prevents, in the most 
practical manner, is holding a person 
in jail with no questions asked 
the 
practice that is the very hallmark of 
despotism. 


Habeas corpus (loosely translated 
by a Dickens character as “ have-his- 
carcass") is a message from judge to 
jailer, ordering him to explain why he 
is keeping a particular individual in 
custody. It raises questions like these: 


Is the prisoner being held without 
knowing what the charges are against 
him? 
Is he bewig denied an opportunity to 
get out on bail? 
What about his right to a speedy 
trial? 
If already convicted, did he receive 
“ due process of law” in the cour­ 
troom? 
In case the jailer is unable to justify 
the imprisonment, the prisoner goes 
free. 
Embodied in the Constitution from 
the start (thus preceding even the Bill 
of Rights), habeas 
corpus has 
gradually been put to new uses. 
For example, it is often employed in 
matrimonial disputes to liberate a 
child from the custody of an unfit 
parent. As one court commented in 
invoking this procedure: 
“ The law does not 
wait upon 
niceties, it does not dally and dawdle, 
when what is at stake is the safety of 
(the child). It leaps to the rescue with 
the aid of its historic writ.” 
An American Bar Association and 
Ohio State Bar Association public 
service feature.

M iniature 'Crane' 
Guards Plutonium 
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MIAMISBURG, Ohio (AP) — A 
safeguard 
which 
resembles 
a 
miniature overhead crane is being 
developed to make plutonium an 
easier substance with which to work 
The Automated Plutonium Assay 
system, controlled by a computer, is 
under development at the Mound 
laboratory and is designed to keep 
constant tabs on plutonium supplies 
without a human operator. 
Project leader Dr. Walter W. Strohm 
says the machine will furnish “ real 
time material accountability” with an 
alarm that sounds the instant any plu­ 
tonium becomes unaccounted for. 
He said it would be one of a number 
of safeguards, including physical 
security and intrusion alarms, to 
prevent the theft or diversion of 
plutonium, the toxic, radioactive 
material that can be used to make 
atomic bombs. 
Plutonium, 
a 
man-made 
ra­ 
dioisotope, is produced as a byproduct 
in the operation of a nuclear power 
plant. While only a small amount is 
now available from commercial oper­ 


ation of nuclear plants, the amount is 
certain to increase in the next few 
years, according to Strohm. 
He said his job is to help devise an 
adequate plutonium security system 
that can be used in commercial 
plutonium operations without high 
cost. 
The new system is designed to be 
installed inside a series of “ glove 
boxes” - the enclosed working areas 
inside which plutonium is handled by 
remote control. 
The automatic overhead crane-like 
device would run on tracks from one 
end of the glove box to the other A 
small trolley runs back and forth on 
the overhead beam. It has a hoisting 
motor that can lower a hook-like 
gadget to pick up a can holding about 
two pounds of plutonium and carry it to 
any other part of the glove box. 
Each can would have a tamper-proof 
lid and a magnetic identification 
number, so the system would keep a 
continuous record of the amount of 
radioactive material in each con­ 
tainer.

His widow is to file the Dayton 
school-integration plan Glatt had well 
under way when he was shot to death 
as he worked Sept. 19. 
“ I don’t want Charles to have died in 
vain,” said Johena Glatt. 
Glatt’s plan, completed by his widow 
and .several friends, focuses on pairing 
and clustering of schools, changing 
boundaries and would mean closing 
about five schools, Mrs. Glatt said. 
It also would require busing about 
20,000 children. 
Glatt was appointed July 7 by U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford turns his attention to domestic 
matters this week after proclaiming 
his Asian trip “beneficial” and in­ 
dicating that plans are in the works for 
a trip to the Mideast. 
Ford returned to the White House 
early this morning after a 27,000-mile 
trip that he said contained 
“no 
minuses and many, many plusses.” He 
climaxed his journey in Honolulu with 
a declaration of a six-point “Pacific 
Doctrine” for U.S. foreign policy and 
held out the possibility of future U.S. 
friendship with Vietnam and Cam­

Chatting with reporters just before 
his jet landed at nearby Andrews Air 
Force Base, Ford was asked if he felt it 
had been necessary for him to per­ 
sonally make the long journey to 
China, he replied: “The discussions we 
had in Peking were mandatory at my 
level.”

And, noting 
Japan’s transition from enemy to 
friend, the President held out the 
chance of U.S. friendship for Cam­ 
bodia and Vietnam, saying: 
“Our policies toward the new 
regimes on the (Indochinese) penin­ 
sula will be determined by their 
conduct toward us. We are prepared to 
reciprocate goodwill — particularly 
the return of the remains of Americans 
killed or missing in action, or in­ 
formation about them. If they exhibit 
restraint toward their neighbors and 
constructive 
approaches 
to 
in­ 
ternational problems, we will look to 
the future rather than the past.” 
Back in the capital, Ford is facing 
decisions on a variety of issues and is 
expected to sign a bill to provide 
emergency assistance to help solve 
New York’s fiscal crisis. 


Congress is still struggling with tax 
and energy measures which could 
draw another pair of presidential 
vetoes. 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb has urged approval of 
the energy bill which would tem­ 
porarily lower oil prices, but some 
conservatives oppose the measure and 
Ford’s campaign director, Howard H. 
Callaway suggested Sunday that the 
President might be 
well advised 
politically to veto the measure. • 
Callaway also suggested a veto of 
the tax measure where Ford is in­ 
sisting that spending cuts be tacked 
onto tax reductions and Congress is 
resisting the idea. 
On Sunday the President visited two 
memorials of World War II, going first 
to Corregidor in the Philippines and 
then crossing the international date­ 
line for a morning stop at Pearl 
Harbor. 
The President proclaimed his 
Pacific doctrine in a speech at the 
East-West Center at the University of 
Hawaii, where he said “the healing 
effects of time are required” in In­ 
dochina. 
In addition to considering American 
strength basic to the balance of power 
in the Pacific, Ford listed these other 
tenets of his doctrine: 
—“Peace in Asia requires a struc­ 
ture of economic cooperation reflec­ 
ting the aspirations of all the people in 
the region.”
